Bucharest Report 


Soldiers Pay Penalty For | 


“Assassination” 


BUCHAREST, Nov, 2—Sources 
regarded as being well-informed 
on German affairs claimed last 
night that three soldiers were ex- 
| ecuted in Germany last week for 
| the “assassination” of Col. Gen. 
Werner Von Fritsch during the 

Reich's campaign in Poland. 

The official German version of 
Von Frtisch’s death was that he 
killed in the fighting outside 
while on a reconnaissance 
No explanation was ever 
n how a military man of Gen. 
Fritech’s standing was partici- 
pating in such a patrol. 


MADE “SCAPEGOAT” 


The reports circulating were in- 
terpreted in some emigre quarters 
as indicating Von Frtisch haa been 
k.lled because he was known to have 
differed radically with other Ger- 
man leaders, particularly Adolf 
Hitler. Refugee circlese suggested 
the three soldiers executed might 
have been made “scapegoats” in the 
affair. 

Von Fritsch, former com- 
mander -in-chief of the German 
army, resigned Feb. 3, 1938, in an 
army shake-up and was replaced 
by Gen, Walther Von Brauchitsch. 
On June 15, 1938 he was given an 
honorary post as head of the 12th 
Artillery Regiment at Schwerin. 
When Germany invaded Poland 
he wert to the Polish front with 
his men.

NAZI TROOPS MUTINY

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The Maunderings of Molotoff 


Addressing the thousand deputies who 
comprise what passes for a parliament in 
Russia, Foreign Commissar Molotoff ac- 
cused Britain and France of causing the 
war, accused President Roosevelt of “in- 
tervening” in the hold-up of Finland “in 
contradiction of the United States’ policy 
of neutrality,” and said if the United 
States sells munitions to the belligerents 
—which Russia is doing—that will ‘inten- 
sify, aggravate and protract” the war. 

The one thing he did not do was give a 
clear statement of Russian foreign policy, 
past, present or to come, in relation to the 
crisis that threatens a world disaster. 

The immediate reaction, abroad—and 
perhaps in Russia also—will be wonder- 
ment why the forthright Litvinoff was 
ditched to make way for this clumsy dis- 
torter of facts and trifler with the issue 
of peace and war. Whatever his faults 
Litvinoff was straightforward in word 
and act. His successor is only a repeater 
of Nazi falsehoods and a poser in respect 
to Russian aims. 

Stalin is too clever a man to have fired 
Litvinoff and exalted Molotoff without a 
reason, The reason that suggests itself is 
altogether creditable to the late commis- 
sar.

Nazi Arms for Rumania 


A late despatch from Rumania said the 

Nazis are having trouble getting oil from 
the Rumanian fields, not because the 
supply is short, but because they can't pay 
and transportation is difficult. The first 
difficulty does not arise from any scarcity 
of Reichsmarks, experts at Ottawa figur- 
ing that $767,000,000 worth of the notes 
were printed in August alone. The trouble 
must be that the Rumanians object to 
accepting money that does not represent 
a corresponding amount of wealth. 

Confirmation of the stoppage of sup- 
plies, and of the probable reason for it, 
now comes from Bucharest, in the news 
that big consignments of airplanes, artil- 
lery, ammunition, trucks and other motor- 
ized equipment are arriving there from 
Germany by rail and barges on the Dan: 
ube. These shipments, Rumanian officials 
Say, are to meet their demands for pay- 
ment for supplies of oil and wheat. 

The need of these supplies must be ur- 
gent since military equipment is being 
traded for them. This rather disco 
the supposition that a grand offensi 
the western front is in the 
plans of the Nazi leaders. 

There is room for susptelon, too, that 
Herr Hitler would rather see Rumania 
armed than have it fall an easy prey to 
Comrade Stalin. There is nothing in the 
trade agreement with Russia to prevent 
the Fuehrer double-crossing his new “ally” 
as he did the old ones.

In any 
event the author identifies himself by af- 
fixing his name to the message, a sure and 
swift way to bring about his dismi 
from the country if the disclosure of the 
proceedings, or the tone of the despatch 
did not meet with official approval. 

The plain inference is that the Nazi 
authorities have no objection to the out- 
side world being told of their 
achievement in mass persecution } 
wording of the despatch supports this 
view, because it is a strictly circumstan- 
tial recital of the regulations contained in 
the order, told in quite unemotional 
guage. It may even be surmised, from the 
fact the news was thus sent abroad, that 
the Nazi chiefs are rather pleased at 
having the world know how ruthless 
they are in persecuting people for the 
crime of being non-Aryan.

Getting On With the Job 


In his broadcast on Tuesday evening 
Prime Minister King gave the listening 
public a progress report on Canada's war 
effort. A very satisfying report, it can be 
Said with assurance. 

Mr. King stressed the difference be- 
tween the position Canada now occupies 
and that of twenty-five years ago, and the 
difference this entails in the lines of ac- 
tion to be taken. This is essential to any 
intelligent understanding of the part the 
Dominion can play to the best advantage 
of the Allies. 

In 1914 our western coast was pro- 
tected by the Japanese fleet, Russia was 
on our side, and the German U-boat was 
not a serious menace to our Atlantic ports 
and shipping. Britain was the logical 
arsenal and training ground for Empire 
forces. And the first consideration was 
to get men on the western front in vast 
numbers and with the least possible loss of 
time. 

Now Canada must protect both its 
coasts, and those of Newfoundland as well 
from a submarine menace that is very real 
and formidable. The need oversea is for 
highly trained men rather than numbers. 
And the Dominion is a safer place than 
Britain in which to carry on the produc- 
tion of munitions and the training of men. 

In these changed conditions efficiency 
does not consist in following the methods 
of twenty-five years ago. These are not 
in fact being followed by Britain, France 
or Germany, on the fighting line or else- 
where. It is a new kind of war, with new 
weapons, and new methods must be used 
to win. 


What Mr. King had to say about the 
headway that is being made in trans- 
forming Canada from a nation at peace 
to a nation at war will bring confidence 


that the situation is being met in the 
methodical way advised by the Brit 


authorities and required by the circum- 


stances. Our defence forces, on land, at 
sea and in the air are being built up 
speedily. An oversea division is in train 


ing. Plans are going forward for making 
the Dominion the air base of the Empire 
forces. Productive industry is being r 
ed to war time service.
